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Melbourne clubs must tap country goldmine 


Bendigo... . Western Border. . . Latrobe Valley. . . Ballarat 


AUSTRALIA’s NSL clubs are sitting on a 
Potential goldmine of untapped talent. 


In these days of finan- 
cial hardship NSL clubs 
should be on the look- 
out for any and every 
avenue of fostering local 
talent. 

And in general they 
do make an effort to 
scout for talent in the 
metropolitan area. 

But on a recent visit 
to the central Victorian 
city of Shepparton I 
happened across a local 
game and it occurred to 
me that there is one 
huge area hardly 
touched by the NSL 
clubs — at least in Vic- 
toria. 

In country Victoria, 
soccer is booming, yet it 
is almost completely 
overlooked by the big- 
gest competition in the 
country. 

That seems absurd, 
considering the money 
wasted on importing 
overseas has-beens and 
never-likely to bes, 

‘A whole generation of 
young talent is going to 
waste in country Victor- 
ia and the NSL powers 
that be are letting it go 
without even a look. 

Victoria’s eight major 
country leagues are the 
Bendigo League, West- 
ern Border, Latrobe 
Valley, Ballarat and 
District, North Eastern, 
Sunrasia, Western Vic- 
toria and Albury- 


Wodonga, 

gues boast a 
total of well over 2,000 
aspiring young stars. 

None of the youngs- 
ters stand a chance of 
ever playing in the big- 
gest competition in the 
country. That isn’t even 
counting the in excess of 
3,000 adult males who 
play every weekend. 

We are ignoring our 
own backyard. 

The Victorian Soccer 
Federation makes an 
effort to foster the game 
in regional centres with 
director of coaching 
Tim White and Soccer- 
oo Jeff Olver doing as 
best they can to cater 
for requests for soccer 
clinics. 


But the already over- 
stretched resources of 
the VSF can hardly do 
the code justice in out-

lying centres involved in 
a head-to-head battle 
with Aussie Rules. 

The Bendigo 
Amateur Soccer League 
has one of the biggest 
memberships of the 
country centres and its 
president Alan Lassey 
says the competition is 
crying out for some 
help.

Australia’s most 
successful sporting 
body, the Victorian 
Football League, knows 
the value of fostering 
country talent. 

Until recently, when

Despite the new 
drafting system, which 

taken away some of 
the local parochialism to 
particular league clubs, 
the VFL rates its coun- 
try development as a 
high priority for the 
future of the game. 

VFL executive admi- 
nistrator and Victorian 
Country Football 
League secretary Mark 
Patterson says the VFL 
oversees football de- 
velopment throughout 
the state from players 
from primary school 
level through to under 
19 competition. 

“Despite the Grafting 
system it is seen as vi 
important that we look 
after the country 
areas,” he told ASW. 
We have a whole 
series of programmes 
for each level of players 
which include *Vic- 
Kick’ for the juniors and 
we follow it. right 


through. 
“VEL clubs are com- 
mitted to provide play- 


ers for regular clinics 
and the VFL employs 10 
full-time development 
officers to co-ordinate 
the programme. , 

“We work very close- 
ly with the VFL.” 

Any NSL club with 
some initiative would 
have free reign to select 
any Victori: 
area and adopt it as 
their own as the situa- 
tion stands at the 
moment. 

An NSL club working 
in tandem with the local 
competitions of that 
area would not only get 
their pick of the promis- 
ing recruits but, given 
the ABC's Australia- 
wide coverage of the 
game for the next five 
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years, it would also en- 
Courage support for that 
club in that area. 

It would start to align 
what are basically 
‘ethnic’-supported clubs 
with a much wider sup- 
port base. 

That, surely, would 
build the stature of the 
NSL in the country 
areas as local media in- 
terest would be aroused 
with ‘local boy makes 
good’ stories, 

“There is certainly 
some talent here (in the 
country)," says Lassey. 

“The problem is get- 
ting junior talent here 
recognised in the Victo- 
rian soccer set-up. The 
VSF offers every en- 
couragement for juniors 
to travel to Melbourne 
to join in clinics but for 
them to come down on, 
say, a Wednesday night 
is impossible, 

“Even for them to 
come down on a 
weekend is difficult, 
especially as this might 
mean that to attend a 
clinic a child might have 
to miss his weekend 
game at his local club.” 

Lassey doesn’t hide 
his disappointment with 
the NSL clubs which, 
according to him, “do 
exactly nothing” for the 
game outside of Mel- 
bourne. 

“It’s very disappoint- 
ing — we'd love to see a 
South Melbourne or 
Heidelberg get involved 
up here,” he explai 

“T understand it 
would be difficult for 
them but even if the 
clubs are only interested 
in what they can gain 
from it they must see 
that there is some talent 
here. 

“We have 400 adults 
and 1000 juniors and 1 
cannot believe that with 
the right training that 
none of them would be 
good enough. 


“At the moment we 
don’t have the coaching 
available so that already 
puts us behind.” 

Lassey believes even 
an exhibition game once 
or twice a season in 
country areas would 
create enormous in- 
terest. 

Without an ‘ethnic’ 
bias towards particular 
clubs in- his area Lassey 
is conviced that any 
NSL club would be an 
instant draweard for the 
Bendigo soccér com- 
munity.

according to Lassey, a 
tremendous success. 

“That would be one 
hell of a good move,” 
he says. 

“If they could put in 
some sort of an effort 
with us it would be a

“It would give the 
local people an interest 
in the NSL and give our 
players something to 
aim for.” 

There can be little 
doubt that the flow-on 
effects could only be 
productive to the code. 


To many country peo- 
ple the NSL is a far-off 
ethnic-based competi- 
tion with little relevance 
to their on-field exploits 
for the local regional 
outfit. 

But with the right 
coaching and en- 
couragement from the 
best players we have in 
the NSL the game 
would receive a shot in 
the arm on a truly Aus- 
tralia-wide basis. 

Even players from 
country areas who don't 
make the grade would 
help in developing the 
code in country areas. 

Imagine a young play- 
er “doing” a pre-season 
under a Puskas, Thom- 
son or Arok before re- 
turning to his local com- 
petition, 

It would boost both 
the standard and the im- 
age of the game in the 
regional areas to a new

clubs. 

“T'll talk to any NSL 
club at any time and any 
place.” 

South Melbourne 
Hellas is looked upon as 
probably Victoria’s 
most progressive NSL 
club. 

Its only contribution 
to country develop- 
ment, admits president 
Vasilopoulos, was in the 
form of a couple of ex- 
hibition matches in the 
Shepparton area “a few 
years ago”. 

Apart from Heidel- 
berg's ill-fated venture

He concedes that his 
club, which has recently 
dropped many of its 
youth teams due to a 
lack of interest and too 
many suburban clubs 
taking the pick of the 
players, has done little 
to foster interest in the 
game outside of metro- 
politan Melbourne. 

“This year we did 
have two boys come 
down from the Albury- 
Wodonga area for pre- 
season work and we 
paid their accommoda- 
tion for a couple of 
days,"’ Vasilopoulos 
told ASW. 


“But they made the 
approach to us afte: 
they found out Puskas 
would be coaching here. 


“Usually we rely on 
scouts looking for any 
promising players but 
this doesn’t extend to 
country areas usually. 


“If any juniors want 
to trial with us they are 
welcome and we are 
more than happy to 
jook after them.” 


Vasilopoulos says 
South Melbourne would 
be happy to “go up and 
have a game” in the 
country: and try to get 
the country people in- 
volved. 


“We would be happy 
to hear from anyone in- 
terested in us visiting or 
anyone with ideas, but 
who makes the first 
approach ?” he asked. 

Bobby McLachlan 
and his merry Morwell 
Falcons, as well as the 
thriving Latrobe Valley 
League, have proved 
what can be achieved in 
the country areas, 


And they've done it 
with NO help from any- 
one else but themselves. 


With an NSL club's 
assistance, there is no- 
thing to say the regional 
areas couldn’t become 
potential goldmines in 
the years to come.

Playing stan- 
dards will rise and spectator facilities will be 
enhanced. This would translate into increased’ 
attendance and media coverage for both the 
NSL and State Leagues. 

(ii) Clubs would be able to begin the process of 
employing full-time professional players. . 

(iii) Our better players would be less inclined to 
venture into overseas careers. 

(iv) Rigid criteria could be put into place to en- 

sure the long term structure of a truly Natio- 

nal League; not just the Sydney-Melbourne 

National League. 3 


The responsibility for the totality of the sport 
in Australia rests with the ASF Commissioners. 
They alone are empowered to make the hard & 
decisions necessary for the future Prosperity of 
the code. 
The NSL and the State Federations must be 
Prepared to accept the decisions of the Commis- 
sioners. 
The restructuring to ten team competitions will 
bring about an equality of sacrifice for the long 
term benefit of the code. 
The National League and the State Federa- 
tions must be mature enough to subjugate short 
term, parochial interests to this end.

The Warren-Johnston controversy 


HAVING only just 
finished reading a 
truly inspirational 
tale of incredible suc- 
cess against all odds 
by Craig Johnston in 
his autobiography 
“Walk Alone”, | was 
more than a little 
taken aback by John 
Warren's heartfelt 
comments in ASW 
on what he regards 


What saddens me 
even more is the fact 
that for all the admira- 
tion every one may have 
for Johnston's achieve- 
ments, Warren has put 
forward a well argued 
case which is difficult ‘to 
dispute. 


Soccer in this country 
has given us precious 
few heroes to look up to 
over the years — War- 
ren and Johnston have 
been two of mine, albeit 
in different eras and on 
different continents. 

Perhaps it’s simply a 
matter of loyalty to your 
own heroes that makes 
the sight of one being 
publicly critical of the 
other so disappointing. 

As a newly arrived 
kid from Europe in the 
early sixties, carrying a 
burning passion for a 


game that I had always 
simply known as foot- 
ball, I well remember 
making countless train 
journeys on Sunday 
afternoons to places like 
the old Wentworth 
Park, Sydney Athletic 
Field and Arlington 
Oval. 

Johnny Warren was 
then no more than a 
young kid in a team of 
Canterbury youngsters 
carefully nurtured by 
Joe Vlasits. 

Johnny Warren was 
perhaps my first Aussie 
soccer hero, an example 
of what can be achieved 
by hard work and dedi- 
cation, 

T closely followed his 
career as he eventually 
went on to captain his

country and go down in 
history as one of Aus- 
tralia’s all-time greats. 

In the mid-70s, I re- 
member reading of a 
young Aussie from 
Newcastle going to Eng- 
land in search of an im- 
possible dream.

TURKISH DELIGHTS 


id BY MIKE JOHNSON 


THE time this article goes to press | shall be 
in Istanbul, Turkey. 

Just a few days previously | was coaching Turkey 
against Chile in the Sydney Ethnic World Cup final 
in Sydney. 

It was expected that this game would draw poss- 
ibly 5000 people and many of these were expected 
to be of Turkish origin. 

Unfortunately, this cup final clashed with the 
commencement of the summer National League 
and aera the big game between Sydney 
Olympic and Marconi. 

Such is the irony of our soccer. 

For six weeks thousands of spectators have been 
making their way to Garside Park in Granville to 
watch games featuring Australia, Lebanon, Uru- 
Quay and Italy, Romania and Brazil. 

The event was very well organised. 

It reminded one again how much Australian soc- 
cer still relies on the ethnic influence. 

When | arrived in Australia there were far more 
‘fair dinkum' Aussies watching soccer and playing 
soccer. 

The recent rush of immigrants from South Amer- 
ica has only accentuated the migrant influence in 
our game. 

Ironically, this has occured while the earlier im- 
migrants to Australia: the Czechs, Hungarians, Ger- 
mans, and to a lesser extent the Italians and 
Greeks have substantially assimilated into Austra- 

| lian society at large and are less inclined to support 
| a nationalistic team. 
Soccer is missing right out on the Asians. 

There must be a mix of ethnic-based teams and 
capital city multi-national teams in our National 
Soccer League. 

We cannot afford to turn away Aussie soccer 
people — but neither should we shun the migrant 
who still retains his love of soccer and country. 

That is why | am in Turkey and why | will move on 
to Yugoslavia, France and England during the next 
few weeks. 

It is in places such as these, in Europe and South 
America, that one would expect to observe the most 
; up to date training methods, in countries steeped in 

soccer tradition. 

On the other hand, | will be in Sydney on January 
7-12 as an observer at Valentine Park of a senior 
coaching course put on by recently appointed NSW. 
Director of coaching David Lee. 

Lee is a remarkable who, | hope, will 
bring renewed drive and international, up to date 
methods to NSW soccer coaching.
